Nor is this traffic confined to those who are legally 
‘slaves for life. Some who are entitled to freedom, and 
many who have a limited time to serve, are sold into un- 
conditional slavery, and, owing to the defectiveness of our 
laws, they are gencrally carried out of the district before 
the necessary steps can be taken for their relief. 

We behold these scenes continually taking place among 
us, and lament our mability to prevent them.. The peo- 
ple of this distmict have, within themselves, no means of 
legislative redress; and we, therefore, appeal to your 
honorable body, as the only one invested by the American 
constitution with the power to relieve us. 

Nor is it only from the rapacity of slave traders that the 
colored race in this district are doomed to suffer. Evei 
the laws which govern us, sanction and direct, in certaiu 
cases, a procedure whiclt we believe is unparalleled, in 
|glaring injustice, by any thing at present known among 
\the governments of christendom. An instance of the 

operation of these laws, which occurred during the last 
|summer, we will briefly relate. 

! A eoloved man, who stated that he was entitled to 
|freedom, was taken up asa runaway slave, and lodged 
in the jail of Washington city. He was advertised, but 
no one appearing to claim him, he was, accotding to 
law, put up at public auction for the payment of’ his jail 
fves, and soldas a slave for life! He was purchased by 
a slave trader, who was not required to give security fo. 
his remaining in the district, and he was, soon after, 
; shipped at Alexandria for one of the southern states. 
| An attempt was made by some benevolent individuals to 
have the sale postponed until his claim to freedom could 
‘be investigated, but their efforts were unavailing; anid 
i thus was a human being sold into perpetual bondage, at 
the capital of the freest government on earth, without 
even a pretence of trial, or an allegation of crime, 

We blush for our country, while we relate this dis- 
| graceful transaction, and we .would tain conceal it froin 
\the world, did not its very enormity inspire as with the 
‘hope that it will rouse the philanthropist and the patrioé 
/toexertion. We have no hesitation in believing your ho- 
| norable body never intended that this odious law should 
| be enforced; it was adopted with the old code ef Mary- 
land, trom which, we befeve, it has been expunged since 
this district was ceded to the general government, 

The tact of its having been so recently exceuted shows 
| the necessity of this subject being investigated bya pow- 

er which we confidently hope will be ready to correct it, 

We are aware of the difficultics that would attend any 

attempt to relieve us from these grievances, by a sudden 
/emancipation of the slaves in this district, and we weuld 
therefore, be far from recommending so rash a measere, 
| But the course pursued by many of the states of this 
/confederacy, that have happily succeeded in relieving 
‘themselves from a similar burthen, together with the 
| bright example which has been set us by the South Ame- 
rican republics, proves, most conclusively, that a course 
‘of gradual emancipation, to commence at some fixed 
‘ period, and to take effeet only upon those who may there- 
| aiter be born, or removed into the district, might be 
}pursued, without detriment to the present proprietors, 
and would greatly redound to the prosperity and hener¢ef 
our country. 

The existence among us of a distinct class of peopie, 
who, by their condition as slaves, are deprived of almest 
every incentive to virtue and mdastry, and shut out 
from many of the sources of light and knowledge, has 
an evident tendency to corrupt the morals of the péo- 
ple, and to damp the spirit of enterpris , by accustoming 
the rising generation to look with contempt upon 
honest labor, and to depead, for support, too much upon 
the labor of others. It preventsa aseful and mdustrious

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It diminishes the resources of the community, by 
throwing the earnings of the poor into the eoffers of the 
rich; thus rendering the former dependent, servile, ana 
improvident, while the latter are tempted to become, in 
the same proportion, luxurious snd prodigal. 

That. these disastrous resuits flow from the existence 
of slavery among us, is sufficiently conspicuous, when we 
contrast the languishing condition of this district and the 
surrounding country, with the prosperity of those parts 
of the union which are less favored in point of climate 
and location, but blessed with a free and industrious popu- 
Tafion. 

We would therefore, respectfully pray that these griev- 
ances may claimthe attention of your honorable body, 
and that a law of congress may be enacted, declaring that 
all children of slaves, born in the District of Columbia, 
after the fourth day of July, eighteen hundred and twen- 
ty-eight, shall be free at the age of twenty-five years; and 
that those laws which authorize the selling of supposed 
Tunaways for their prison fees or maintenance, may be 
repealed. 

And, also, that laws may be enacted to prevent slaves 
from being removed into this district, or brought in for 
sale, hire, or transportation; without, however, prevent- 
ing members of congress, resident strangers, or trave!- 
lers, from bringing and taking away with them their do- 
mesic servants.

This 
would seem to be « sufficient protection. If gentlemen 
| think so, they will negative the amendment. Only on 
| other fact need be stated. There is not, now, nor has 
| there been for years,a pound of foreign cordage uscd 
| on American tonnage. It is imported only for exporta- 

tion as anarticle of trade. During the last year, the in- 
portation of this article exceeded 1,500,000 pounds; the 
principal part of which was from Russia, and of course 
encumbered with the same expense tor freight, insurance 
&c. as the unmanutactured hemp. ‘The exportation of 
cordage, for drawback, during the same year, somewhs' 
exceeded that quantity, principally to Cuba, Brazil, ani 
Chili, Mr. P. said, as he was opposed to the increased 
duty on hemp, he should uniformly vote against any ad- 
ditional duty on manufactures from that u«rticle. 

Mr. Aowan said, he rose to acknowledge that he had 
taken an erroneous view of the operation of this amend- 
'ment. He was convinced, from the statement of the 
eentleman from Massachusetts, that the effect of the du- 
ty on cordage would be beneficial to the hemp growing t- 
terest of this country, and, as he was always ready to ac- 
mit any erroneous impression, he should now conside:
